The proposal to purchase the Adams 


ranch, lying between West Badillo 
street and San Bernardino road for a 
new high school site has met with fail- 
ure so far, owing to the fact that the 
owners of the property are now demand^ 
ing $2500 per acdo when it was origin- 
ally stated that the property could be 
purchased for $2000 per acre. 


Conferences had with the owners dur- 


ing the last few days has brought out 
the fact that while the Adorns family 
sold the city of Covina ten acres for a 
parksite at the rate of $2000 per acre, 
they now want $2500 for the remaining 
acreage. According to Mayor J. M. 
Stanton and others who proposed the 
purchase of this property for high 
school purposes, the rise in price ef- 
fectually stops all negotiations. 


Many prominent men and women of 


the city and valley when approached 
on the question of buying the Adams 
property for school purposes were very 
enthusiastic, and favored the taking of 
an option by the high school board. 
Members of the high school board ex- 
pressed themselves individually as fav- 
oring the idea, and an option at $2000 
an acre would havo met with the favor 
of the board, it is claimed. Mayor 
Stanton presented the proposition to 
the board at a recent meeting. 


It is claimed that with the purchase 


of the twenty-three acres of the Adams 
property the" problem of building and 
expanding for the future would be 
solved. It was tentatively proposed that 
the school board get an option, and. then 
later to call a mass meeting of citizens 
to authorize the calling of a bond elec- 
tion for the purpose of buying the site, 
allowing the question of building con- 
struction to remain in abeyance untl a 
later date. 


The fact that no property surround- 


ing the present high school building 
could be bought, even under condemna- 
tion proceedings, for a figure as reason- 
able as the $2000 per acre price of the 
Adams property, was pointed out, and 
it has been further stated that a new 
and large site would make it possible 
to build modern buildings on the unit 
plan, which would be much more desir- 
able than any -scheme to add to the 
present building,. 


Henry Damerel of Covina, who to- 
ether with H. V. Bright owns sixty- 
iglit acres of lemons on the mesa above 
a Verne, has this week been appointed 
director of the San Dimas Lemon as- 
ociation, the largest lemon packing 
rganization in the world. 
Mr. Damerel was appointed to repres- 


nt the La Verne district, and takes a 
lace made vacant by the recsignation 
f Frank H. Harwood, who has been 
resident of the association, and who 
esigns because ho has sold his citrus 
nterosts in this valley. E. T. Cassel, 
rhose ranch is between Cevina and 
Jan Dimas, and who has been a mem- 
er of the board for some years, has 
een-made president in Mr. Harwood's 
lace ,and Mr. Damerel will occupy Mr. 
3assel's position in the directorate. 


There is considerable regret express- 
d among growers at the resignation of 
kfr. Harwood, as he has been a forceful 
nd able officer in the interests of the 
ssociation. Much of the success of the 
rganization is attributed to his leader- 
hip. 


In Mr. Damerel the lemon growers 


relieve they have acquired a man thor- 
iughly educated in the industry, and 
>ne who will be exceptionally valuable 
o th'e association. Mr. Damerel is part 
jwner of the Bilcy packing house of 
Covina, and is a member of the direc- 
orate of the California Fruit Growers' 
Ixchange. He has devoted practically 
all his life to a study of all phases of 
;he citrus industry, and is known as an 
authority in packing, shipping and eul- 
ural problems.

after the new buildings were-, ready for 
occupation. It has been said that the 
Covina grammar school "district will be 
in need of more room in another year 
and that the high school building woulc 
be admirable as an intermediate school 
separating the sixth, seventh and eightl 
grades from the smaller scholars. I 
would necessitate the purchase of the 
high school property by the grammar 
school district through a bond issue. 


The Adams property as a high schoo 


site is considered desirable because o: 
its central location, with the east en< 
abutting on the Covina city park 
whch. would be separated from the high 
school property by a fence. Fronting 
on the boulevard and on the Pacific 
Electric line, it has been considered a 
good proposition from the standpoin' 
of its accessibility from all parts o: 
the present district. 


Mayor Stanton, who has had much 


to do with the proposal, said yesterda; 
that the rise in price made it impossible 
to effect the deal, and that it woul( 
have to be abandoned. In the mean 
time, the needs of the high school dis 
triet are not any nearer a solution 
Citizens generally say that some pro 
posal must be made soon, or the vallej 
will suffer from a school congestion 
that will seriously affect the progrcd 
of tho valley.

sand, and that material for the makin 
of cement will bo furnished at cost. ] 
is stated that it is not a difficult prob 
lem in construction, and that it is pro 
bable that all -supervising can be ob 
tained without cost. 
At this time of year when many team 
are idle, and when labor can be obtain 
ed at u nominal cost, it is thought that 
ranchers and business men would be 
willing to donate the use of laborers 
for the purpose of excavating and in 
preparing the material. With this meth- 
od of starting the probject it is thought 
that cash donations can be raised that 
will pay for the material that is not 
donated. 


Tho discussion as to the feasibility 


of the project is being carried on by a 
number of prominent members of the 
local Legion.

BURGLARS BREAK INTO 


BALDWIN PARK OFFICES 


Thieves broke into the offices of the 


Baldwin Park Lumber company Wed 
nesday night, and after an attempt to 
open the safe, broke into a desk ant 
stole several dollars in loose change 
The burglary was reported to the coun 
ty and township officials. 


As was predicted in the Argus recent- 


ly, all incorporated cities in the east 
end of the county and in San Bernar- 
dino county may be forced to take up 
tho fight against the feeding of Los 
Angeles garbage to hogs. After having 
passed .an ordinance prohibiting feed- 
ing of garbage to animals, or the trans- 
porting of garbage in the county, the 
board of supervisors is said to be con- 
sidering the modification of the law in 
order to allow garbage to be carried to 
"Vjntana, in San Bernardino county, 
and to Spadra. 


A bid for the Los Angeles garbage 


made by individuals interested in es- 
rablishing a hog-feeding farm at Fon- 
;ana on eighteen thousand acres, means 
Ithat the garbage would be carried 
through Covina and all cities and towns 
through which the Pacific Electric line 
runs. The transportation of the garbage 
to Spadra means the use of the Salt 
Lake line. There is no provision for 
the use of closed receptacles. It is 
stated that garbage in the process of 
fermentation cannot be placed in any 
car having covers on it, as it will gen- 
irate enough gas to blow the tops off. 
Supervisors Cogswell, Bean and Wood- 
ley paid a visit yesterday to the hog 
farm at Spadra, in order to determine 
if the feeding of garbage at that point 
would constitute a nuisance. 


At a meeting held in Baldwin Park 


Wednesday night steps were taken by 
the residents to combat the modifica- 
tion of the county ordinance, as it is 
felt certain that if garbage is allowed 
the right of transportation it will be 
only a matter of a short time before 
tho Baldwin Park district will have its 
fight against garbage to do all over 
again. \ The1 Baldwin) Park residents 
have already won a victory in getting 
the ordinance passed, and if t the ordi- 
nanee is not, tampered with, it "mj 


ilit powerful Inter'est^ineruaTng LOS 


Angeles city, 'are at work to devise 
some means through which the odorous 
offal of Los Angeles can be taken 
through the cities and towns and fed 
to thousands of hogs. If the Fontana 
project is allowed, it means that long 
lines of garbage cars, open to the air, 
will pass through the heart of Covina. 
All cars, freight and otherwise, make a 
full stop at Citrus avenue and at the 
switching point at Barranca and Ba- 
dillo streets. It is supposed that at 
times the garbage will be sidetracked 
at Barranca street. 


Steps are being taken to unite all 


east-end cities in an attempt to pass 
city ordinances which will prohibit tho 
transportation of garbage within city 
limits. All cities have the power to 
pass such ordinances, and it is stated 
that this would effectually prohibit the 
Pacific Electric from carrying the gar- 
bage, and also prevent its being trans- 
ported on the boulevards. 


Attorney W. G. Lincoln, president of 


the Baldwin Park chamber of com- 
merce, met yesterday with members of 
the board of directors of the associated 
chambers of commerce of the San Ga- 
briel valley, and from the meeting it 
is expected that municipalities will be 
asked to cooperate with the chambers 
in passing laws against garbage trans- 
portation. 


In spite of the fact that feeding gar- 


bage to hogs is an outlaw business, p,nd 
ono which will cause endless friction 
between Los Angeles city and the re- 
mainder of Southern California, the 
city council of Los Angeles persists in 
toying with the dangerous subject, and 
seems determined to let a contract to 
Fontana people. The council members 
cannot see anything except the fact 
that a profit can be made from the- 
garbage in this manner of disposal. 


FOE LOADING STATION. .. 


Los Angeles city, through its board 


of public works, yesterday let a $12,000 
contract for the building of a loading 
station, suitable for the loading of gar- 
bage into cars. It was stated that the 
cars are to be constructed so as to be 
water-tight and covered, but engineers 
say that no garbage container of any 
iind can be constructed in this manner, 
as it must nave sufficient vent to pre- 
vent gas explosion. With the use of

Edison Company Completes 


"Big Creek Number Eight" 


In the history of man's battle to con- 


serve tho forces of nature, it would be 
difficult to find a more romantic chapter 
of achievement than that which termin- 
ated with the completion last week of 
the great hydro-electric power plant of 
the Southern California Edison com- 
pany at the junction of the San Joa- 
quin river and Big Creek. 


A message to District Manager Fred 


Schwartz informs him that tho 30.000 
horsepower from this new property is 
now on the lines of the Edison system, 
and available for use by the consumers 
of the company in Southern California 
and the San Joaquin valley. This makes 
92,000 horsepower of new hydro-electric 
energy which the company has develop- 
ed in the Big Creek-San Joaquin river 
and the Kern river watersheds this 
year. 


Those who have followed the history 


of hydro-electric construction say that 
nothing approaching this achievement 
has ever before been accomplished. 
Impelled by the necessity to provide 
for the requirements of its consumers 
in Los Angeles and the ten counties 
which it serves, during the months of 
August and September when a power 
shortage might prove disastrous, the 
officers of the company and the 2500 
men who have been working on the job, 
have driven it to completion, scoring 
speed records through the months of 
fall, winter and summer. 


TUNNEL THROUGH GBANITE. 
Three and a half miles of tunnel have 


been gouged through the solid granite 
of the mountains of the high Sierras, 
bringing the waters from Huntington 
lake, Shaver lake, and Big Creek, to 
plunge with terrific force on the tur- 
bines which drive the generators in the 
Number Eight plant which was com- 
pleted last week, and the Number Two 
plant, which took on 22,000 additional 
•^horsepower capacity in February. 
On 


Kern river a 40,000 horsepower plant 
was brought into service in May. 


Work on the Number Eight power 


house was commenced on March 17. 
On July 28 the water was turned into 
the turbines, and the word received 
by District Manager Schwartz 
last 


week brings the information that tho 
electric apparatus and installation is 
working perfectly, and functioning for 
the service of the people in the 233 
cities, towns, -and intervening • T*rpl 
communities in which the Edison com- 
pany furnishes electricity. 


"Get 
out of here and get some 


sleep," said Manager of Construction 
E. R. Davis as he grappled Milton 
Kemp, tunnel superintendent, and tried 
to drag him from where he stood knee- 
deep in the slime ooze at the forefront 
of the great hole in the mountain, 
where the pneumatic drills were chew- 
ing relentlessly into the rock. "Get out 
and get some sleep or you '11 go dippy.'' 


"Naw," growled this veteran of 27 


years in service in tunnel construction 


man whose life has been spent in 


boring through mountains, directing the 
course of the tools that cut, and listen- 
ing to the intonations of the dynamite 
which ripped out the strata andr'rcver- 
brated through the. fastness of the 
mountain. 


"Naw," repeated Kemp, "not until 


we make the hcadin','' and strive as he 
would, Mr. Davis could not make this 
man who had worked fifty-two hours 
without a wink of sleep, and who glared 
at him with red-rimmed eyes set in a 
livid face, bushed with a 
month's 


growth of whiskers, leave his post till 
the heading was reached. Kemp stuck 
till it was reached. It was the junction 
of two great bores made under a moun- 
tain to complete one of the tunnels 
that supply water for power house Num- 
ber Eight. So accurate was the align- 
ment that the two headings came to- 
gether within a sixteenth of an inch 
and scarcely a trace of their junction 
can be found. This is the spirit of the 
men who did the work under the direc- 
tion of Vice-President G. C. Ward, in 
charge of construction; Mr. Davis; Ex- 
ecutive Engineer Barre; Constructiot 
Engineer Dennis; and Resident Engi- 
neers Blight and Redinger. 


MEN SHUT IN. 


All last winter, behind fifteen miles 


of impassable road, where the snow 
banked thirty feet deep, a gang of 150 
Edison tunnel men were in isolation. 
A team of six Alaska dogs made the 
trip from Cascada twice a week, carry- 
ing the mail and fresh meat on a sled, 
and a wireless operator picked up the 
world's news from the air and posted 
it on bulletins in the camp. 


These incidents illustrate how the 


electric energy from Big creek Number 
Eight, which will be transmitted over 
the first 220,000 volt high pressure line 
in the world to the people,of the south- 
west, was completed in time to prevent 
a povreti shortage, and to conserve the 
waters of the mountain lakes and riv- 
ers, which have the equivalent value of 
millions of dollars in oil.

inant by law and force—the autocratic 
military way; or shall there be, under 
proper safeguards to the public wel- 
fare, an open field, fair play, and let 
the most meritorious system win—the 
American way? 


Two measures initiated by the people 


of California, to restore and perpetuate 
their medical liberty, will.appear on the 
November, 1922, ballot. 


One of these measures wJll create a 


self-sustaining Board of Osteopaths, ap- 
pointed by the governor, to administer 
the provisions of the present law relat- 
ing to the graduates of osteopathic col- 
leges. The medical board refuses to ad- 
minister this law in a fair and impar- 
tial way; and since 1919 has defiantly 
refused to admit osteopaths, who have 
had the required nine years of educa- 
tion, to tho complete examination for 
licenses to practice. This act will leave 
the legislature 
free to change the 


standards required for osteopathy at 
any session, and the governor and tho 
osteopathic board must enforce what- 
ever standards the legislature may fix. 
The question of standards, therefore, 
is not an issue in this bill. Tho only 
issue is fair and competent administra- 
tion of existing or future standards. It 
is self-evident, that osteopaths, selected 
by and under the control of the govern- 
or, will more intelligently and more 
fairly administer the law for osteopaths 
than can or will a board composed of 
medical doctors. 


The other measure will create a self- 


sustaining board of chiropractors, ap- 
pointed by the governor, and establish 
satisfactory standards for this system. 
The present law does not contain any 
satisfactory standards for chiropractic.

The cost of maintenance on. roads is 
enormous, and is growing with every 
year.

Dr. Herbert F. True, director of the 


Los Angeles school health department, 
in explaining the ne\y state vaccination 
law which went into effect in Califor- 
nia July 23, makes the following state- 
ment for the guidance of parents, 
teachers and school officers: 


"In event that a case of smallpox 


develops in a school district, the only 
persons who will be excluded 
from 


school will be the patient and other 
residents in his home. Persons who 
have been exposed by the other resi- 
dents who have not been vaccinated 
will not be excluded as heretofore. This 
will mean a great saving to the schools 
in that attendance will not be cut down 
every time a remote exposure occurs in 
a school. 


"If, however, smallpox becomes pre- 


valent in the district, the entire closing 
of the school to all persons, no distinc 
tion being made between vaccinated 
and unvaccinatcd children. 
'' Teachers will not be under the nee 


essity of filing vaccination cards with 
the schools nor will they have to re- 
quire vaccination or opposed to vaccin- 
'ation cards from the pupils." 


The laws which Dr. True refers to, 


and which, as he says, removes the 
distinction formerly drawn between 
vaccinated and unvaccinated children, 
so that the unvaccinated now have the 
same freedom in attending school that 
the vaccinated enjoy, was enacted by 
the California legislature at its last 
session and reads as follows: 


"The control of smallpox shall be 


under the direction of the state board 
of health, and no rule or regulation on 
the subject of vaccination shall be 
adopted by school or local health au- 
thorities."

Garbage Transportation 


Baldwin Park Bulletin: The city gar- 


bage question is not yot dead. It was 
revived last Saturday when Messrs. 
Whitman & Steelo threw up their hands 
and forfeited their $10,000 check de- 
posit on iheir previous bid of 96 cents 
per' ton for the city's garbage, and im- 
mediately thereafter the Fontana outfit 
from San Bernardino county renewed 
their original bid of 60 cents per ton 
for the said city garbage, and which 
was accepted, to begin September 1st. 
This raises another fight on the part of 
the city and the Fontana people to get 
permission from the supervisors to 
transport tho ill-smelling stuff through 
this section to San Bernardino county. 
If the supervisors refuse to amend tho 
recently 
adopted county ordinance 


against so transporting it, the ordinance 
itself would probably be attacked in 
tho courts. 


The county counsel's office is now 


considering the ordinance, and if the 
weak spots are not thought sufficiently 
strong to stand an attack in the courts, 
the supervisors may be asked to amend 
it. At any rate the county officials 
seem to be in favor of protecting its 
citizens and their homes, as they show- 
ed, even if Los Angeles city docs have 
to lose the 60 cents per ton for tho 
filth. 


But our citizens should still be alive 


to the danger of the supervisors grant- 
ing permission to pass the garbage 
through tho county. There aro only 
two routes, one over the Pacific Electric 
railway through Baldwin Park, and the 
other over the Santa Fe railway. Cer- 
tainly our people do not want the gar- 
bage to pass through here in open steel 
cars, and it is impossible to cart it in 
sealed cars, as wo are told the gases 
would blow up the cars. Think of a 
slow-moving freight train carrying 250 
tons of stinking matter passing through 
here daily with the added possibilities 
of being switched or stalled in the cen- 
ter of town! 


Get busy and send in another pro- 


test to the supervisors against the 
granting of this permission. Attorney 
"W. G. Lincoln started such a movement 
Tuesday, when ho asked all the cham- 
bers of commerce along these prospec- 
tive routes to get together and plan 
some concerted action.

PACKING HOUSE MODEL FOR 


OCEAN REFRIGERATORS 


Making a minute study of the pre- 


cooliug plant of the San Dimas packing 
house, A. E. Lilly of the Norton-Lilly 
company, .general agents for the Isth- 
mian Steamship company, has been 
spending some time hero. The study of 
the plant was made with a vi'cw to per- 
fecting the refrigerating plants on ves- 
sels carrying citrus cargoes. 


Mr. Lilly admitted that up to the 


present no satisfactory ventilating sys 
tern had been found among shipping 
companies, but that efforts are now be- 
ing made by them to this end. With 
the amount of interest now developed 
in the problem of shipping fruits to 
eastern and foreign ports by the all- 
water routes, it was declared by Mr. 
Lilly that he had no doubt but that 
the difficulties hitherto unsolved would 
be surmounted in the near future, to 
the mutual benefit of the. steamship 
lines and the citrus growers. 


Not only did the steamship men see 


the workings of the pro-cooling plant, 
but they were also taken by Manager 
Foster on a tour of the entire packing 
house and to a number of choice groves. 


Speedy and satisfactory delivery of 


fruits to its destination, said Manager 
Foster, is necessary to insure continu- 
ous shipments from California, as much 
deterioration enroute retards develop- 
ment of the plan for shipments by 
steamer. 


The Isthmian Steamship company, 


which Mr. Lilly's firm represents, is 
one of the best known lines operating 
vessels between Atlantic, Pacific, Guif 
pWts and the Orient. The line is parti- 
cularly interested in the installation of 
ventilating and refrigerating devices 
necessary to carry oranges and lemons 
to their destination in a satisfactory 
condition, as it plans to transport large 
citrus shipments, provided tho requisite 
facilities* for keeping such cargoes in 
prime condition can be worked out, a
